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Development  Grant 

The  University's  Southeast  Asian 
Studies  Program  has  received  a  de- 
velopment grant  of  $100,000  from 
the  U.S.  Office  of  Education  for 
1976-77. 

Dr.  Edward  Baum,  assistant  provost 
for  international  studies,  said  similar 
funding  is  expected  for  each  of  the 
two  succeeding  academic  years.  The 
grant  is  intended  to  strengthen  OU's 
program,  with  particular  focus  on 
comparative  studies  of  the  Malay 
world. 

Dr.  Paul  van  der  Veur,  director  of 
the  Southeast  Asian  program  and  ad- 
ministrator of  the  grant,  said  the 
funding  will  help  underwrite  addi- 
tions to  the  faculty,  strengthening  of 
the  language  program  and  increases 
in    library   holdings. 

Bob  Considine  Scholarship 

The  first  Bob  Considine  Internship 
in  foreign  correspondence  was  award- 
ed in  August  to  an  OU  journalism 
graduate  student. 

The  grant  will  enable  Thomas  J. 
Mennillo,  a  student  of  Yugoslav  af- 
fairs with  a  bachelor's  degree  in  his- 
tory, to  spend  10  weeks  in  Belgrade, 
Yugoslavia,  as  a  free-lance  correspon- 
dent this  fall. 

The  Considine  Fund  was  establish- 
ed this  year  by  colleagues  of  the  late 
columnist  and  broadcast  commenta- 
tor. In  September,  a  $10,000  con- 
tribution from  the  Hearst  Foundation 
brought  the  total  Considine  endow- 
ment to  in  excess  of  $40,000. 


Morton  Visiting  Professor 

Dr.  T.  T.  Macan,  naturalist  and 
deputy  director  of  the  Freshwater 
Biological  Association  at  Windermere 
Laboratory  in  the  Lake  District  of 
England,  is  spending  the  year  on 
campus  as  Morton  Visiting  Professor 
of  Zoology. 

On  campus  he  will  present  a  series 
of  courses  for  both  undergraduate  and 
graduate  students  on  the  biology  of 
natural  and  polluted  waters.  He  will 


also  give  public  lectures  on  both  the 
main  and  the  branch  campuses. 

The  visiting  professorship  is  named 
in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  Robert  L. 
Morton,  distinguished  professor  emer- 
itus of  education,  who  established  and 
endowed  the  fund  for  its  support. 

Electronic  News  Lab 

The  School  of  Journalism's  elec- 
tronic news  lab  was  featured  in  the 
July  issue  of  Editor  and  Publisher, 
the  major  trade  publication  of  the 
newspaper  industry. 

The  lab  was  referred  to  as  "a 
model  of  journalism  education"  be- 
cause of  its  flexibility  and  the  oppor- 
tunity it  provides  for  students  to  see 
their  work  in  print. 

The  lab  has  nine  video  display 
terminals,  a  storage  unit  with  a  ca- 
pacity of  275,000  characters  and 
photo  composition  equipment.  Jour- 
nalism students  will  work  with  the 
equipment  in  reporting,  graphics  and 
editing  classes. 

1976  Senior  Class  Gift 

The  gift  from  the  1976  senior  class 
of  a  visual  aid  machine  for  partially 
sighted  students  arrived  in  time  for 
the  opening  of  school  in  September. 

The  machine,  which  is  housed  in 
Alden  Library,  consists  of  a  television 
monitor  and  a  camera  with  a  zoom 
lens  for  enlarged  projection  of  books 
and  other  written  materials  onto  the 
TV  screen. 

The  machine  is  one  of  several  ser- 
vices on  campus  being  coordinated 
by  the  Ser\-ices  for  Handicapped  Stu- 
dents Office.  Other  groups  that  help- 
ed in  the  fund  raising  included  Greek 
organizations  and  Circle  K. 

Alumni  Accepted 

Twenty-one  OU  June  graduates 
will  be  among  students  in  the  enter- 
ing classes  of  13  of  the  nation's  medi- 
cal schools.  Nine  of  the  group  are 
women.  One  1976  graduate  will  be 
among  the  24  members  of  the  first 
class  of  OU's  College  of  Osteopathic 
Medicine. 


Third  National  Title 

For  a  third  time  the  University's 
forensic  team  placed  first  in  the  na- 
tion in  the  annual  intercollegiate  fo- 
rensics  sweepstakes. 

OU,  in  the  large  school  category 
with  207  other  institutions,  accumu- 
lated 1,501  points  in  debate  and  in- 
dividual events  over  the  past  school 
year.  This  is  one  of  the  highest  totals 
accumulated  by  a  team  since  the 
sweepstakes  award  began. 

The  OU  forensic  program  won  the 
national  title  in  both  1973  and  1974 
and  placed  second  in  1975.  The  win- 
ning 1976  team  was  coached  by  Dr. 
Raymond  Beaty  and  Dr.  Ted  Foster. 

Silver  Medalist 

The  London  Royal  Society's  Silver 
Medal,  presented  annually  to  10  fine 
arts  majors  in  the  United  States,  was 
awarded  in  July  to  an  OU  graduate 
for  outstanding  artistic  and  academic 
performance. 

President  Charles  J.  Ping  presented 
the  medal  to  Nancy  Cohen,  a  1976 
graduate  of  the  School  of  Dance.  OU 
is  one  of  only  10  universities  autho- 
rized to  present  the  medal. 
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University  Update 


Faced  with  a  two  per  cent  cutback 
in  state  appropriations  ordered  by 
Ohio  Gov.  James  A.  Rhodes,  the 
University's  Board  of  Trustees  was 
forced  to  increase  student  fees  $15 
a  quarter  effective  this  fall. 

The  cutback  of  monies  to  all  state 
supported  agencies  and  institutions 
reduced  the  University's  income  by 
$490,000.  The  order  came  a  month 
after  the  trustees  had  approved  a 
final  budget  which  had  already  been 
trimmed  to  take  care  of  inflation,  un- 
funded costs  of  mandated  civil  service 
pay  increases,   and  utility  rate  hikes. 

A  further  drain  on  anticipated  re- 
sources was  the  underfunding  of  the 
14,000  fall  enrollment  projection  on 
which  the  budget  was  based.  Current 
state  subsidy  formulas  provide  an  ap- 
propriation for  only  the  enrollment 
level  forecast  in  1974,  well  in  advance 
of  the  biennium  budget.  This  caused 
the  University  to  receive  $900,000  less 
this  year  than  an  entitlement  based 
on  actual  fall  enrollment. 

Undergraduate  fees  are  now  $290 
and  graduate  fees  $340  a  quarter. 


Dr.  James  C.  Barnes,  dean  of  the 
OU  Center  for  Afro-American 
Studies,  became  the  University's  om- 
budsman fall  quarter.  He  also  re- 
tained his  duties  as  dean. 

The  ombudsman's  job  is  to  help 
members  of  the  community,  primarily 
students,  cut  through  bureaucratic 
red  tape.  He  uses  persuasion  and  the 
prestige  of  the  office  to  expedite 
settlement  of  individual  grievances. 


Dr.  Gerald  Silver  has  left  Fairleigh 
Dickinson  University  in  New  Jersey 
to  become  the  new  dean  of  Ohio 
University's  College  of  Business  Ad- 
ministration. 

Silver,  37,  succeeds  John  Peterson, 
who  resigned  to  join  the  economics 
faculty.  While  at  Fairleigh  Dickinson, 
Silver  initiated  several  management 
programs  and  an  MBA  for  Executives 
Program. 


The  residence  hall  which  was  con- 
verted to  a  classroom  facility  for  the 
new  College  of  Osteopathic  Medicine 
was  dedicated  .Sept.  11. 

Present  for  the  dedication  of  "Gros- 
venor  —  Medical  Sciences  I"  were 
state  government  officials,  members 
of  the  osteopathic  profession  and 
people  from  the  University  and 
Athens  community. 

Speakers  for  the  dedication  in- 
cluded Oliver  Ocasek,  president  pro 
tern  of  the  Ohio  Senate,  and  Vernal 
G.  Riffe,  speaker  of  the  Ohio  House 
of  Representatives. 

The  new  medical  school  opened  its 
doors  later  in  the  month  to  its  in- 
augural class  of  24  students. 


The  University's  College  of  Osteo- 
pathic Medicine  has  established  a 
Willed  Body  Program  to  aid  in  tlie 
education  of  its  students  and  to  ad- 
vance medical  research. 

Dr.  Charles  G.  Atkins,  associate 
dean  of  basic  sciences  and  supervisor 
of  the  program,  noted  that  colleges 
of  medicine  rely  on  willed  body  pro- 
grams more  than  any  other  resource. 
He  said  that  instruction,  research  and 
study  will  take  place  in  secluded  fa- 
cilities in  the  medical  science  building 
with  a  licensed  mortician  and  profes- 
sor of  anatomy  preparing  the  bodies 
and  overseeing  all  teaching  and  study. 

The  bodies  will  be  cremated  after 
study  has  been  completed,  with  inter- 
ment taking  place  according  to  ar- 
rangements made  with  the  medical 
college  by  the  donor  and  family. 

Persons  interested  in  donating  their 
bodies  to  the  college  of  medicine 
should  contact  Dr.  Atkins  at  200A 
McGuffey  Hall,  Athens,  Ohio,  45701. 


A  new  code  of  student  conduct  has 
been  implemented  at  the  University 
which  emphasizes  the  responsibilities 
as  well  as  rights  of  students  and  more 
clearly  defines  offenses  and  types  of 
sanctions  imposed. 


The  new  code  also  modifies  the 
judicial  system  so  that  some  types 
of  offenses  that  occur  in  the  residence 
halls  can  be  handled  by  a  Residence 
Judiciary  under  the  three  Green  Co- 
ordinators. 


A  new  master  of  arts  in  social 
sciences  to  be  offered  at  Ohio  Univer- 
sity is  now  waiting  Board  of  Regents 
approval.  The  degree  is  for  people 
employed  in  social  science  areas  who 
wish  to  do  graduate  study  in  two  or 
more  disciplines. 

The  degree  was  developed  after 
results  of  a  questionnaire  administer- 
ed to  teachers  in  the  region  indicated 
overwhelming  interest  in  such  a  grad- 
uate program.  An  option  in  Appala- 
chian Studies  would  also  be  available. 

If  approved,  the  new  social  studies 
degree  would  be  the  only  one  of  its 
kind  in  Ohio. 


Dr.    Blaine    R. 
Goldsberry     died 

Aug.  17  in  .Athens 
at  the  age  of  83.  A 
1914  OU  graduate, 
he  earned  his  med- 
ical degree  from 
Johns  Hopkins  and 
ser\'ed  Athens  as  a 
physician  and  hos- 
pital chief  of  staff  for  more  than  50 
years.  He  also  served  as  a  physician 
for  University  teams  for  35  years. 

At  OU  he  earned  two  letters  in 
basketball  and  captained  the  squad 
his  senior  year,  and  athletics  remained 
a  lifelong  interest.  He  was  inducted 
into  the  Ohio  University  Athletic  Hall 
of  Fame  in  1966.  He  was  the  major 
donor  to  the  recently  completed  all- 
weather  track  at  Peden  Stadium,  and 
it  is  named  in  his  honor. 

In  addition  to  his  many  contribu- 
tions to  the  Athens  and  University 
communities  in  the  medical  field,  he 
was  an  active  participant  in  civic 
groups  and  in  the  alumni  activities 
of  his  fraternity.  Phi  Delta  Theta.  He 
is  survived  by  his  wife,  Goldie  Woods 
Goldsberry. 
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Planning  for  the  Decade  Ahead 


President  Charles  J.  Ping 


A  periodic  pause  to  take  stock  of 
where  you  are,  before  going  on,  is  as 
necessary  for  institutions  as  for  in- 
dividuals. The  complication  factor 
simply  multiplies. 

For  President  Charles  Ping,  the 
appraisal  of  Ohio  University  in  the 
mid-seventies  occupied  much  of  his 
first  year.  Now  at  the  beginning  of 
his  second  year  he  is  ready  for  the 
next  step  —  planning.  The  process  is 
being  defined,  timetables  set,  and  a 
realignment  of  administrative  areas 
is  tailored  to  producing  a  10-year 
University  Educational  Plan. 

The  all-inclusive  plan  will  encom- 
pass such  conceptual  basics  as  uni- 
versity mission  and  objectives,  and 
such  bricks-and-mortar  practicalities 
as  space  utilization  and  campus  de- 
velopment. 

In  outlining  the  goals  and  process. 
Ping  has  capitalized  on  his  expe- 
rience in  long-range  planning  at 
other  institutions  and  on  an  ana- 
lytical approach  honed  at  the  Har- 
vard Business  School.  He  thinks  in 
terms  of  efficient  process,  adaptable 
to  ever-modified  goals. 


"To  anticipate  the  future  is  a  high 
risk  venture,"  in  Ping's  words.  "You 
can  determine  objectives  that  will 
help  shape  the  future,  but  you  have 
to  build  on  assumptions  that  antici- 
pate change." 

To  illustrate  the  risks  involved 
Ping  enumerates  such  anticipated 
changes  as  those  in  enrollment,  in 
social  expectations  for  university 
education,  in  financial  support,  in 
technology,   and   in  student   interests. 

To  deal  with  these  inevitable  but 
not  altogether  predictable  changes. 
Ping  has  developed  a  planning  pro- 
cess that  will  always  look  six  years 
ahead  but  move  along  in  two-year 
steps  for  implementation. 

"An  educational  plan  is  not  an 
end  in  itself  but  a  tool  for  decision 
making,"  says  Ping.  "Abstractions, 
which  are  characteristic  of  such  plans, 
must  translate  into  concrete  decisions 
and   implementation." 

Ping  sees  the  two-year  review 
points  as  times  to  assess  progress,  re- 
vise timetables,  and  extend  the  plan- 
ning process  another  two  years, 
thereby  keeping  on  a  six-year  plan- 
ning cycle. 

With  the  process  determined,  Ping 
has  scheduled  two  major  planning 
projects  for  completion  this  year  and 
a  third  by  the  end  of  1977-78. 

The  fundamental  project  will  be 
the  de\elopment  of  the  University 
Educational  Plan  which  will  look 
ahead  from  1977  to  1987.  It  is  to  be  a 
basic  statement  of  institutional  pur- 
pose and  mission  and  will  be  trans- 
lated into  objectives  for  the  imple- 
mentation  periods. 

In  this  prunary  ettort  a  campus 
planning  committee  will  have  con- 
sultive  assistance  from  groups  from 
nine  other  universities  also  chosen  by 
the  Academy  for  Educational  Man- 
agement to  develop  a  model  univer- 
sity planning  process.  The  year-long 
project  will  receive  financial  support 
from   the  Kellogg  Foundation. 

Also  to  be  completed  this  year  will 
be  a  Residence  Hall  Plan  describing 
the  educational  program  and  opera- 


tional aspects  of  the  dormitory  sys- 
tem for  a  six-year  period.  It  will  work 
from  enrollment  and  income  projec- 
tions and  explore  changes  in  pro- 
gramming and  in  the  alternate  use 
of  the  buildings,  architectural  re- 
design and  remodeling. 

During  the  fall,  preliminary  work 
will  begin  on  four  sub-plans  which 
by  the  end  of  the  year  will  build 
further  on  the  overall  Educational 
Plan.  A  master  plan  of  the  campus 
will  employ  an  architectural  firm  to 
provide  a  basic  design  for  future  de- 
velopment and  space  utilization. 

University  personnel  will  develop 
the  other  sub-plans.  One  will  de- 
scribe anticipated  changes  in  build- 
ing utilization  and  the  capital  re- 
quests needed  for  remodeling  and 
new  construction.  A  staffing  plan  will 
correlate  the  Educational  Plan  with 
estimated  needs  for  faculty  and  staff. 

A  financial  analysis  for  the  first 
six-year  implementation  period  will 
provide  the  critical  estimates  of  state 
appropriations,  student  fees  and  pri- 
vate support.  It  will  tie  the  Educa- 
tional Plan  to  fiscal  expectations  and 
project  major  changes  needed  in  al- 
locating  budgets. 

By  compressing  the  initial  develop- 
ment of  the  planning  process  into 
the  next  two  years.  Ping  expects  the 
procedure  to  mature  into  an  ongoing 
cyclical  process  by  1978. 

Responsibility  for  directing  the 
planning  process  rests  with  Provost 
Neil  Bucklew,  one  of  three  new  ad- 
ministrative officers  in  redefined 
areas  of  responsibility.  Coordinating 
parts  of  the  planning  will  be  V'ice 
President  for  Operations  Gene  Pee- 
bles and  Dean  of  Students  Carol 
Harter,  also  new  appointees. 

Working  with  them  in  areas  of 
continuing  responsibility  will  be 
Martin  Hecht,  vice  president  for  uni- 
versity relations,  and  Dr.  James 
Bryant  in  the  retitled  post  of  vice 
provost  of  regional  higher  education. 

The  primary  planning  concerns  of 
the  three  new  officers  are  discussed 
by  them  in  the  following  interviews. 
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•  Provost  Neil  Bucklew,  the  chief 
academic  officer,  moved  to  OU  from 
the  same  position  at  Central  Michi- 
gan University.  He  is  the  man 
charged  with  overall  responsibility 
for  developing  the  basic  Educational 
Plan  for  the  University. 

An  initial  step  in  the  planning 
process  was  a  mid-September  con- 
ference led  by  the  academic  deans  to 
analyze  programs  and  project  chang- 
ing needs,  expectations  and  opportu- 
nities  in   education. 

The  emerging  plan  will  be,  in 
Bucklew's  view,  "building  on  an  anal- 
ysis of  what  is  reasonable  and  pos- 
sible. We  start  with  strengths  and 
then  investigate  potential  new  pro- 
grams that  fit  with  our  best  estimate 
of  the  environment  of  the  future." 

In  distinguishing  what  an  educa- 
tional plan  is  for,  Bucklew  quickly 
identifies  it  as  "a  plan  for  the  institu- 
tion— remembering  its  ser\-ice  to  stu- 
dents. 

"A  plan  must  be  dynamic,  a  never 
static,  never  finished  document,"  says 
Bucklew.  "But,"  he  adds,  "it  provides 
our  best  chance  for  understanding  the 
future  and  identifying  our  commit- 
ment."

•  Dr.  Carol  Harter  became  dean 
of  students  July  1,  and  plunged  im- 
mediately into  planning  for  the  resi- 
dence  hall   system. 

Dean  Harter's  four  years  on  the 
English  faculty,  and  two  years  of 
dealing  with  student  concerns  as  om- 
budsman, have  convinced  her  of  the 
value  of  including  dorm  life  in  an 
educational    program. 

While  her  responsibility  spans  stu- 
dent activities  and  services,  her  im- 
mediate planning  focus  is  for  the  42 
housing  units. 

"A  residential  campus  offers  special 
opportunities,"  says  Dean  Harter. 
"But  their  realization  depends  on  the 
total  educational  environment  cre- 
ated both  inside  and  outside  the  class- 
room." 

The  logistics  of  planning  have 
already  involved  an  evaluation  of 
buildings  and  projected  occupancy 
levels. 

"We  have  attractive  donns  in  a 
beautiful  natural  setting,  and  a  gen- 
erous food  policy.  But  Athens  presents 
a  very  competitive  housing  market," 
she  explains. 

"The  challenge  is  to  make  the  dor- 
mitories particularly  attractive,  both 
as  physical  units  and  in  the  programs 
they  offer." 


•  Gene  Peebles,  the  new  vice  presi- 
dent for  operations,  has  the  assign- 
ment of  finding  the  best  match  be- 
tween the  University's  facilities  and 
the   new   Educational   Plan. 

With  23  years  in  administration  at 
Southern  Illinois  University — which 
had  an  explosive  growth  period  much 
like  OU's — Peebles  brings  the  first- 
hand experience  needed  to  analyze 
operations  to  determine  current  fit 
and  future  needs. 

Peebles  expects  to  start  masterplan- 
ning  physical  facilities  to  support  the 
Educational  Plan  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  "As  statements  of  educational 
goals  emerge,  we'll  review  what  phys- 
ical  facilities   are   needed. 

"We'll  be  looking  for  the  most  effi- 
cient utilization  of  what  we  have,  and 
the  most  efficient  ways  of  adapting  to 
new  needs,"   says   Peebles. 

"Because  the  status  of  current 
operations  is  so  influential  to  future 
activities,  we  have  first  to  make  sure 
the  current  deployment  and  produc- 
tivity of  support  staff  is  appropriate," 
he  says. 

"Within  a  year  we  should  be  able 
to  dovetail  plans  for  facilities  and 
operations  into  a  supportive  master- 
plan."

1976  Football 

Ever  since  they  last  won  a  Mid- 
American Conference  crown  in  1968, 
Ohio's  football  Bobcats  have  finished 
near  the  middle  of  the  pack  in  the 
annual    end-of-the-season    standings. 

And  many  coaches  might  settle 
for  a  string  of  respectable,  if  not 
spectacular,  seasons. 

But  not  Bill  Hess.  The  veteran 
Bobcat  coach  is  getting  tired  of  finish- 
ing less  than  No.  1. 

But  fortunately  for  his  temper- 
ment,  this  year's  edition  of  the  grid- 
iron Bobcats  may  have  the  ability  to 
make  a  run  for  the  league  title. 

"For  the  first  time  in  a  long  time 
we  feel  like  we  can  win  all  of  our 
games,"  the  coach  says  —  and  with 
15  starters  returning  from  last  year's 
5-5-1  club,  Hess  may  be  on  solid 
ground. 

For  openers,  he  can  brag  about  a 
quick  and  powerful  offensive  back- 
field,  which  he  calls  the  best  Ohio 
has  had  in  nearly  a  decade.  Tailback 
Arnold  Welcher  rambled  for  1,175 
yards  last  fall,  and  fullback  John 
Summers,  a  converted  defensive  back, 
has  the  natural  ability  to  become  a 
solid  rusher,  Hess  says. 

Then  there's  the  defense,  which 
permitted  an  average  of  less  than  13 
points  a  game  last  season.  The  top 
mainstays  are  middle  guard  Rod 
Day,  end  Steve  Groves  and  linebacker 
Greg  Lockett. 

Potential  weaknesses  are  at  quarter- 
back and  in  the  kicking  game,  with 
no  experienced  players  in  either 
category.  The  quarterback  will  be 
Andy  Vetter  or  Steve  Moss,  while  the 
best  bet  for  the  placekicking  and 
punting  jobs  is  Steve  Green,  younger 
brother  of  ex-'Cats  Dave  and  Mike 
Green,  who  are  in  the  National  Foot- 
ball League. 

Although  Ohio  was  tabbed  for 
fifth  in  the  conference  by  the  media, 
Hess  reiterates,  "We  have  the  where- 
withal to  win  the  title.  And  now  that 
we're  a  10-team  league  (with  the 
addition   of   Eastern    Michigan),   one

Using  a  lacrosse  stick,  players  take 
turns  shooting  a  hard  rubber  sphere 
about  the  size  of  a  baseball  at  a  6-foot 
by  6-foot  goal  area,  located  at  one 
end  of  the  court. 

The  serve  must  be  caught  by  the 
opponent  in  his  stick  and  then  re- 
turned. 

Missing  the  goal  on  a  shot  gives 
the  opponent  an  automatic  point.  A 
free  throw  is  awarded  for  other  faults, 
such  as  missing  the  ball  or  interfering 
with  an  opponent. 

Tiff  Cook,  assistant  professor  of 
health,  physical  education  and  recre- 
ation, is  the  inventor  of  the  game.
